Born on July £5. 1882 m Lebanon, Pennsylvania. George Snavely 
Rents graduated from Pnncelon Theofogical Seminary, was ordered 
by the Presbytery of Northumberland irt iM and pastored churches 
in Pennsylvania and New Jersey for eight years. 

Following entry of the United Stales in World War I. he was ap- 
pointed acting chaplain with the rank of Lieutenant Junior Grade and 
assigned to the 1 tth regiment of mannas in France until 1919 He at- 
tained the rank of commander in 19£4. Among h.i$ sea duty assign- 
ments. he served n USS Florida 1BB-30), USS Augusts (CA-31J. in 
1&40, whan the USS Houston (CA-3D) tehevad Augusta as flagship of 
the Asiatic Fleet, Commander Rentz transited to the new arrival, it 
was aboard this cruiser he served so devotedly and enthusiastically, 
providing the ship's crew and of lasers with great hope and promise. 

During an allied attack on February 4. v£H2 Houston was under 
severe air attack, Commander Renlz spurned cover and circulated 
among the crew of the anti-aircraft batters, encouraging them. it was 
noted by an officer that crew members at the guns' . , - saw this man 
of God walking fearlessly among thorn, they no fonger fell alone." In 
the Flores Sea, during this attack. Houston took a direct hit that dis- 
abled lurret Ml and 1 kirled 43 men. Less than a month later Houston was 


in the Battle of Java Sea with the Australian lighi cruder hma$ Perth. 
Both ships were outnumbered by a Japanese Troop Convoy but they 
persisted in art ensuing mefee of fire, causing such confusion as to 
have a Japanese destroyer fire a spread of torpedoes that passed the 
slfied cruisers and caused four Japanese troopships close inshore to 
s nk. All in ah. the involvement was no match for the wounded Perth 
and Houston: the Japanese attack on these two cruisers caused them 
to sink; but they went down fighting lo the last second . . . 

It was during the abandon mo nt of Houston that Commander Rentz 
entered the water and attained partial safety along with other crew 
members on a spare main float Ol one Houston's lost planes. Aware 
of me extreme overcrowding and dangerous overloading, he attemp- 
ted to relinquish his space and his lifejacket to wounded survivors 
nearby, declaring . . . "You men are young. 1 have lived the ma|Or part 
of my life and | am willing to go. " After several attempts of leaving and 
being brought back by his shipmates, he uplifted them with prayers 
arvd songs until, ultimately, he succeeded in placing his lifejacket near 
a wounded sailor who did nol have one and Commander Rentz coura- 
geously slipped away into the sea on the morning ol March t. T942
